1 We know that Important strides have been 
made in correcting many of the Ills that 
have plagued the postal service, and that 
there are many more problems yet to be 
overcome, but with understanding, sincerity 
of purpose, and cooperation these too will be 
rectified,. 

The National League of Postmasters 
pledges to the Postmaster General and the 
Poat Office Department our continued efforts 
In behalf of a better postal service. 

Mr, President, it is my considered 
opinion that once this new, modern, and 
forward-looking postal-pay legislation is 
understood by postal employees, and 
once the benefits they receive therefrom 
are realized, this legislation will receive 
the widespread endorsement .of the fine 
group of men and women who so capably 
serve their fellow Americans by the ex- 
peditious delivery of the mails.
